1 . (Currently amended) A device for conducting light through an electromagnetic compliant 
faceplate comprising: 

a first light pipe having a first end to receive light from a firet light source and a second 
end with an expanded endface; 

a second light pipe having a first end to receive light from a second light source and a 
second end with an expanded endface; and 

a connector having an elongated portion, a first attachment portion and a second 
attachment portion, the first and second attachment portions extending substantially orthogonal 
from the elongated portion, t he first attachment portion extending substantially orthogonal fam 
the first light pipe and the second attachment portion e x tending substantially orthogonal from the 
second light pipe, wherein a path defi ned between the first and second lig h t pines through fog 
connector conducts su bstantially no lig h t due to a plurality of henris th™„ ™* ^ vpTr ^ tn 
tho firot and second light pipes, resp e ctiv e ly . 

2. (Original) The device of claim 1 wherein the first and second light pipes and the 
connector are fabricated as an integral, unit. 
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3. (Original) The device of claim 1 wherein the first and second attachment portions attach 
to the first and second light pipes at a first point and a second point, respectively, the elongated 
portion being substantially parallel to a line defined between the first and second points.

5. (Original) The device of claim 1 wherein the first and second light pipes arc in parallel 
alignment 

6. (Original) The device of claim 1 wherein the device is fabricated from a clear plastic 
material. 

7. (Currently amended) A device for conducting light through an electromagnetic compliant 
faceplate comprising: 

a first light pipe having a first end to receive light from a first light source and a second 
end with an expanded endface; 

a second light pipe having a first end to receive light from a second light source and a 
second end with an expanded endface; and 

a connector attached to the first and second light pipes and having at least one tab, an 
elongated portion, a first attachment portion and a second attachment portion, the first and 
second attachment portions extending substantially orthogonal from the elongated portion^thc 
first attachment portion extending substantially orthogonal from the first light oroc and the 
second at tachment portion extending substantially orthogonal from the second light nine. 
wherein a path defined between the first a n d second light pines through the connector conduct* 
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substantial] v no light due to a plurality of bends therein and b e ing coupl e d to th e first and s e cond 
light pip e s, r e spectively . 

8. (Original) The device of claim 7 wherein the first and second light pipes and the 
connector are fabricated as an integral unit.

10. (Original) The device of claim 7 further comprising the faceplate, each of the first and 
second light pipes extends through a respective opening in the faceplate. 

1 1 . (Original) The device of claim 7 further comprising the first and second light sources. 

12. (Original) The device of claim 1 1 wherein the first and second light sources are light 
emitting diodes. 

13. (Original) The device of claim 7 wherein the tab of the connector comprises a resilient 
stem having a first end attached to the connector and a second end to be received by a channel in 
the electromagnetic compliant faceplate. 

1,4. (Original) The device of claim 7 wherein the device is fabricated from a clear plastic 
material. 
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
